In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan^nting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomri is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner granted a courtesy second interview request to 
discuss proposed claim language to overcome the rejection on record. The Applicant discussed the rejection of claim 
1 and asked the Examiner to clarify certain aspects of the rejection. The Examiner pointed out the bottom of column 2 
- the top of column 3 in Okada for the limitation of failure diagnosing and columns 7-8 for how the indicating means is 
used with the portable unit to satisfy the claimed limitations at issue. The Applicant discussed a possible change to the 
claim to clarify that the indicating means is physically incorporated into the portable unit. The Examiner indicated that 
while a search would be necessary, the proposed change would appear to be an obvious modification. The Applicant 
generally disagreed with the Examiner's rejection made 9/1/2005 and did not suggest any further limitations. The 
Examiner informed the Applicant that the second interview was granted on the premise of discussing new claim 
limitations. Without any suggested changes, the interview was simply an argument over the Final Rejection on record. 
The Examiner and Applicant disagreed to the reasonableness of the Examiner's interpretation of the claim language. 
The Examiner suggested that the Applicant should appeal the Final Rejection. 
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
